The area of the 
ground, as previously defined, 
remains closed to unauthorized 
persons. 

“The secretary of national 
defense and the atomic energy 
commission have authorized 
statements of acknowledge- 
ment of services of the person- 
nel engaged in the tests, for re- 
lease by the military and scien- 
tific leaders of the project up- 
on their return to Honolulu to- 
morrow.” 

There may be statements then 
from Lt. Gen. John EB. Hull, com- 
mander of the task force, and 
from Capt. James S. Russell, test 
director, who is in the commis- 
sion’s military application divi- 
sion, Lilienthal said. 

He said about 10,000 men were 
involved in the test, including 
military personnel, engineers, 
scientists and others, 

Lilienthal declined to give de- 
tails of his conversation with Mr. 
Truman. 

Meanwhile,_ the  senate-house 
atomic energy committee approv- 
ed a bill which would limit to 23 
months the new terms for Lilien- 


thal and the four other commis- 
sioners, 
The vote-was 11-5. The bill 


would extend terms of the com- 
mission members until June 30, 
1950. In effect, it would give 
the next President the privilege 
of making full-term  appoint- 
ments..
